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1 . Claims 1 2, 1 3, 1 5, 1 6 and 1 8 to 23 are allowed. The prior art fails to teach or 
suggest the silane compound (I) as now found in claim 12, or the siloxane having two or 
three silicon atoms as defined in claim 12. In addition the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest the disiloxane required by claim 18. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elfersy 
etal. 

Initially the Examiner notes that the phrase "effective amount" as found in this 
claim reflects the amount necessary to arrive at the "cosmetic effect" cited further in the 
claim. That is, while "effective amount" on its own can, in some instances, be consider- 
ed indefinite, in the context of this claim is it clear what the desired effect is. 

As to the prior art rejection, the Examiner relies on the rationale noted in the pre- 
vious office action. That is, patentees teach using the stabilized silane compound there- 
in as a UV protectant. While the one excerpt specifically states sun-tan lotion, note col. 
19, line 8, which teaches "cosmetics, lotions, creams, ointments". Again, with the know- 
ledge that these silanes can be used to deliver improved UV protection, coupled with 
the fact that the silanes can be used in cosmetics and the known desirability of protect- 
ing one's hair from UV exposure, the skilled artisan would have found the use of such 
silanes in a hair treating cosmetic composition to have been obvious. 

On the other hand, though not noted in the previous office action, one can take 
the position that sun-tan lotion inherently treats hair since applying sun-tan lotion to the 
body will necessarily involve applying lotion to the hair on the body. 

As such this rejection is not believed to be based on impermissible hindsight but 
rather on the knowledge of one having ordinary skill in the art or on the basis of what 
will occur inherently. The Examiner maintains this rejection.
